HE TWICE REFUSED 


A CABINET OFFICE 


SENATOR SPOONER 
HAS HAD 


HONORS OFFERED HIM. 


Might Have Entered the Cabinet Long 


Ago If He Had Desired to Do So— 
He Could Now Assume the Portfolio 
Laid Down 
By Secretary of the 


Interior Bliss. 
According to the Washington corres- 


pondent of the Milwaukee Sentinel 
John C. Spooner, of this state, aboul 
two weeks ago declined the position o1 
secretary of the interior in the cabinet oi 
President McKinley. The fact came out 
here today in connection with the ap 
pointment of Mr. Hitchcock, of Missouri 
•to the position. 
The offer of tho place 


to Mr. Spooner was made by tho pvesi 
dent soon after it was known that Sec 
retary Bliss insisted upon retiring. Mr 
Spooner took the matter under advise 
ment for several days, and then inform 
ed the president that he-would bo oblig 
ed to decline, as he did not wish to leav 
the senate to enter the cabinet. 


The significance ot this offer to Mi 


Spooner is that it is renewed evidence of 
warm attachment between the Wisconsin 
senator and President McKinley and the 
high esteem in which the senator is held 
by the executive. 


It will be recalled that last summer 


President McKinley offered the chair- 
manship of the committee representing 
the United States in tho present nego- 
tiations for tho settlement ot difficulties 
between this country and Canada, to 
Senator Spooner, but the senator was 
obliged to decline. 
When tho retire- 


ment of Mr. Bliss from the cabinet was 
determined upon President McKinley 
cast about for a successor. 
He wanted 


.an able lawyer and a western man, if 
one could be found. 
He selected Mr. 


Spooner as the man to fill the bill, and miner,t. 
the formal offer was made, it is under- 
stood, with expressions of confidence in 
the ability of the Wisconsin senator to 
fill the place, and also to make a highly 
acceptable addition to the family of ad- 
visers of the chief executive,

most lawyers in the country, but also as 
an able and fur-seeing statesman, whose 
views upon all public questions are ot 
the highest value to its colleagues and 
to the administration.

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BEET SUGAR CROP 


MAY BE PROFITABLE 


PROF. HENRY URGES ITS IM- 


PORTANCE UPON FARMERS. . 


Only Feeble Efforts Have Been Made 


to Encourage the Industry—Beets 
of Excellent Quality May Be Raised 
Upon 
Wisconsin 
Soil 
With 


Ease. 


Prof. W. A. Henry, director 
of the 


agricultural experiment station at the 
University of Wisconsin, writes to The 
Gazette acknowledging the receipt of 
the recently published letter of Dr. 
Speier. of this city, on the importance 
of beet sugar culture in "Wisconsin. 
He says that -8500,000,000 have gone 
out of this country to other nations in 
the last five years for sugar. 
All this 


vast sum could have been saved to our 
people, had we intelligently made use of 
nature's opportunities. 
For years I 


hnve been preaching hard on this sub- 
ject, and our Experiment Station has 
expended thousands of dollars in gath- 
ering data and promulgating informa 
tion on this topic. 
Only three years 


ago at Eddy, 1ST. M.. I visited a beet 
sugar factory which is working up 140 
tons of beets 'per day. 
Each ton of 


beets contains over 250 pounds 
of 


sugar, nearly all of which is actually 
secured. This factory is largely owned 
by Milwaukee parties, I am informed. 


""Wisconsin is one of the best beet 


sugar states in the union, and as we 
have limestone in abundance and are 
near the coal fields, and as our people 
are intelligent, progressive and well 
suited to growing roots by their habits 
of industry, it is almost a state disgrace 
that we are not further progressed in 
producing 
the 
$5,000,000 worth of 


sugar which our state consumes an- 
nually. Every day we must pay out 
$15^000 for sugar 
consumed during 


that day, and this vast sum in the ag- 
gregate goes to pay for labor elsewhere. 
when we could just as well expend the 
labor within 'our own boundaries, and 
have the sugar and save the money 
which we now spend fo: it saved to our 
own commonwealth. 


In regard to your inquiry concerning 


the Menominee Falls beet sugar factory 
located fifteen miles west of Milwaukee, 
let me say that the failure was dfue to 
the "fact that the company did not have 
sufficient means to carry the project for- 
ward to a successful end. The farmers 
grew a large tonnage of excellent beers, 
which were ready to be worked up, but 
unfortunately the factory never got be- 
yond a few feeble attempts at sugar pro- 
duct1 on. when the creditors closed it up. 
The matter is now in the courts with 
four sets of creditors. I am informed, so 
that it will take a long time for the law 
to untangle the difficulties. 
The failure 


of this factory rejects in no way what- 
ever upon "Wisconsin's beet sugar possi- 
bilities: The outcome is as unfortunate 
n? it could be, for many people think 
that beet culture is a failure here be- 
cause the Menominee Falls factory has 
never turned out any sugar. 


The results following our recent war 


with Spain now stands as the only 
menace to beet sugar production in this 
country. If we allow sugar to come in 
free ot all duty from our new posses- 
Birns, the Philippines, etc., then there is 
no hope whatever for the beet sugar in- 
dustry in this country. Wo cannot 
compete on equal terms with the cheap 
labor of the tropics. Heretofore all 
friends of the beet sugar interests of 
this country have based their calcula- 
tions on the fact that both the 
great 


political parties have placed an import 
duty on sugar. 
The Wilson bill placed 


a duty of 40 per cent advalorem and the 
Dingley 
bill 
even 
a greater pro- 


tection, 
thereby 
giving 
the gov- 


ernment 
a 
large 
annual 
revenue 


from this source and at the same time 
fostering or making possible this great 
industry. If because of the war with 
Spain this barrier is broken down, our 
Struggling factories cannot survive the 
B'lock. Our country must hava revenue, 
and since all are agreed that sugar is 
one good source for raising such reve 
nue, can we not by combined effort still 
keep up some sort of duty which will 
allow our struggling factories to con- 
tinue producing sugar and make posible 
the erection of hundreds more. The 
American farmer must diversify his pro- 
ducts, and there is no single opportun- 
ity in this direction equal to that oiler- 
ed by the beet root,

REPORT SHOWS A PROFITABLE 


SEASON 


The Janesville Boy Has Proven Him- 


self to Be An Able Manager—Much 
Money Derived From the Games 
Played In Chicago and Milwaukee— 
King Paid Well. 
As manager of the state university 


foot ball eleven during the season of 
1898. John Fisher, of this city, has 
made a record for himself that he .may 
we^l feel proud of. He has just issued 
his final report of the financial condition 
ot his department. This report is the 
Srst itemized statement ever made pub- 
lic of the condition of the moneys after 
a foot ball season, and it is regarded 
with considerable interest. From a fin- 
ancial point of view the year was the 
most successful that Wisconsin has ever 
had, as Manager Fisher's report shows 
a balance on hand of 81,761.46. 


The Chicago Wisconsin game was as 


lucky a game financially for Wisconsin 
as it was unlucky from a football point 
of-view. 
The profits of this game were 


S3,600 and the total gate receipts 
S10,180. The Beloit game in Milwau- 
kee is the next on the list of money 
earners, netting a profit of 81,067.47. 
The Minnesota game, usually Wiscon- 
sin's heavy money earner, only netted 
$754.53, and the profit from the North- 
western 'game was down to $191.25. ' 


Among the "miscellaneous expenses" 


is the interesting item—Phil King, sal 
ary as coach, 81,750. This seems a very 
large sum for services for so short a 
time, Oct. 1 to Nov. 25, but considering 
the efficiency of King, it is a reasonable 
amount.

AVANA'S AWFUL DEATH RAT'E. 
earlest In th« World and Will Be C.OOO 


More Than In Chicago. 


New York, Dec. 22.— A dispatch to 


the Herald from Havana says: "It re- 
quires a careful inspection to reveal 
how terrible the conditions now exist- 
ing really are. The incubators of dis- 
ease exist in the home rather than in 
the streets, and death is so often seen 
that it becomes commonplace. These 
tacts are revealed in their fullest hifi- 
•eousness only when framed in figures. 


"Capt. Davis, who has nearly com- 


pleted his inspection of the hospitals, 
prisons and public buildings, shows in 
his reports to Gen. Greene such a con- 
dition of affairs as probably exists in 
•no other city in the world— certainly in 
no other city of the western hemi- 
•sphere. Speaking today, Davis made 
jLhe following striking comparison: 'VI- 
'•enna with one million and a half popu- 
lation, has been called the pest hole 
of Europe because of its death rate of 
•more than 25 to the thousand, yet Ha-. 
vana, with less than one-sixth its pop- 
ulation, has more deaths in 11 months 
than Vienna has in 12. The deaths this 
year in Havana will outnumber those 
in Chicago probably 5,000, and will ex- 
ceed the totals of Boston, St. Louis, 
Baltimore and San Francisco combin- 
ed.' " 


xo improve Fortress Mouroo. 


Norfolk, Va., Dec. 22.—Fortress Mon- 


roe, already styled the "Gibraltar of 
America," is to be made even more for- 
midable than now. It is proposed to 
extend the fortifications at least half a 
mile on the Chesapeake bay side, so 
that the big guns which now command 
the entrance to the Virginia capes can 
also guard the approaches to Washing- 
ton. Crushed stone, of which 1,000 
tons arrived today, will be used main- 
ly for the building of the defenses. 


Bounded to Bis Death.

ex-convict, deliberately committed sui- 
cide today in

shooting himself in the head. In a 
pathetic letter left by Shea and ad- 
dressed to the editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch he says he was driven to death 
by a private detective agency as a re- 
sult of being hounded by the agency.

Impoverished Cubans. 


THEIR NEEDS 
ARE 
MANY. 


Influential Men Tell President McKInleT 


of the Destitution 
In the Island- 


American People Asked to Contribute 
from Tlieir Abundance. 


Washington, Dec. 22.—President Mc- 


Kinley wrote out in his own hand an 
order addressed to the secretary of 
war directing the commissary, quar- 
termaster's and medical departments 
to send supplies immediately for the 
relief of the destitute in Havana and 
Guines, Cuba. The order is to take 
effect without delay. 


This action was taken after a long 


conference between the president and 
R. H. Howland of Providence, who has 
just returned from Cuba, and who is 
impressed with the importance of an 
immediate movement for the relief of 
the starving people of the island. Af- 
ter his talk with several influential 
senators yesterday Mr. Howland had 
a consultation last night with Gen. 
Miles, to whom he submitted in writ- 
ing an account of what he saw of star- 
vation and distress during his visit to 
Cuba. Gen. Miles indorsed his state- 
ment, and forwarded it to President 
McKinley with other information on 
the subject. 


Simultaneous w'ith his action in is- 


suing the order to the secretary of war 
today President McKinley expressed 
the hope that the people of America 
would give prompt and serious consid- 
eration to this all-important question 
of relief for'the starving Cubans and 
heed his appeal for a generous con- 
tribution for their relief. He spoke of 
the proclamation which 
he 
issued 


about one year ago, and with regret 
said that it had not met with the re- 
sults anticipated. 


He thinks this Is due not so much to 


a lack of sympathy as to ignorance of 
the facts and of the necessity 
for 


prompt 
assistance. 
The 
president 


stated that the response to his appeal 
was so small that he had been much 
discouraged at the time. He confessed 
that his own personal contribution had 
been larger in amount than the sum 
given by any other individual in the 
country. A year ago he said this un- 
willingness to 
contribute 
could be 


Charged to the fear that the Spanish 
authorities would absorb these supplies 
for the use of their armies, hut now 
no such danger existed, and he sin- 
cerely hoped that there would be a 
great outpouring from every charitable 
organization and individual. 


He explained that it was not in the 


power of the government to build hos- 
pitals for the sick without a special 
act of congress, nor did he see how 
nurses could be paid out of any fund 
now existing. 
The purchase of cattle 


would be also not permissible by any 
of the executive departments. He had 
nearly completed an arrangement with 
Gen. 
Garcia before the latter's death 


for the payment of ?100 to each soldier 
in the Cuban army, and he thought 
that much of this money would be used 
by the men themselves for buying oxen 
and 
plows. 
This 
would 
probably 


amount to ?2,000,000, and if half of it 
was used for this purpose it would go 
far toward supplying this great agri- 
cultural need. 
This money was not 


to be taken from, the United States 
treasury, but was to be advanced on 
pledge of return from the revenues 
collected at the custom house at Ha- 
vana. 


The president said that he had an- 


ticipated that the conditions among 
the poor in Havana would be found to 
be appalling, but had hardly expected 
such figures as those reported by Gen. 
Greene showing 19,480 deaths and only 
2,228 births in Havana during the past 
eleven months, nor had he imagined 
that 30,000 people would be in need of 
food and clothing at this time. Now 
that the conditions have been revealed 
he hopes that the people of the whole 
United States will hasten to relieve 
the great mass of suffering, crying 
for help from the \vhole island. 


The act of congress, approver! May 


18 last, enables the president to furnish 
such supplies for the destitute as are 
to be found in the stores of our army, 
but these resources must be supple- 
mented by private charity.

Harrison did not know this, and when 
told to occupy the fort with a detach- 
ment of the First North Carolina regi- 
ment he promptly floated the emblem.

Bight of the harbor and the city, the 
Spaniards have not complained, and it 
has not been ordered down.

BRITISH CAN NOT COMPETE. 


American 
Imports 
Increase 
Despite 


Canadian Preferential Tariff. 


Washington. Dec. 22.—The preferen- 


tial tariff in favor of Great Britain has 
not \iorked particularly well in Cana- 
da, according to figures transmitted by 
United States Commercial Agent Hunt 
at Palmerston. For the four months 
ending Oct. 31 the dominion had been 
allowing British goods a preference of 
25 per cent in import duties. Yet, ac- 
cording to official returns, the importa- 
tion of British goods increased slightly 
only in bulk, while, even paying the 
discriminating duty of 25 per cent, the 
imports of iron and steel from the 
United States increased so notably that 
they more than offset the general ten- 
dency to increase over British imports. 
An explanation 
is unofficially made 


that Canadian importers preferred to 
await the outcome of the present reci- 
procity negotiations at Washington be- 
fore transferring 
orders 
from 
the 


United States to British houses, but it 
is candidly stated that even with the 25 
per cent advantage, British manufac- 
turers cannot compete with the Ameri- 
cans in Canadian markets. 


HALF A MILLION 
FIRE LOSS. 


Large Dry 
Goods Houses 
In Montreal 


Destroyed by Flnaion. 


Montreal, Dec. 21.—A 
fire 
which 


broke out at 11:45 o'clock last night 
destroyed the big dry.goods warehouse 
of S. Greenshields, Son & Co., one of 
the largest concerns of the kind in 
Canada. 
Half an hour after the fire 


started the roof fell in and ten min- 
utes later one of the walls fell out in- 
to Craig street and the other into Mc- 
Gill street. 


The fire wall separating the Green- 


shields building from the dry goods 
house of McTntyre Son & Co. collapsed 
and the flames invaded the premises 
of that firm. The loss on the Mclntyre 
stock and building will reach $200,000. 
The loss on 
Greenshields' 
property 


will probable exceed $300,000.

Washington, Dec. 22.—President Mc- 


Kinley Wednesday directed Secretary 
Alger to arrange for the muster out of 
50,000 volunteer troops. 
There were 


two principal reasons for the decision 
to reduce the present military force. 
The desire to cut down the expenses of 
the government was the more impor- 
tant of these. By the muster out of 50,- 
000 men the 
government 
will save 


1780,000 a month in pay alone. 
The 


other reason is that by curtailing the 
size of the army hy the number men- 
tioned the military service would be 
composed of about 100,000 men, the 
force which the president, Secretary 
Alger and Maj.-Gen. Miles are agreed 
Is necessary to furnish garrisons for 
Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philippines and 
at home. 


Figures prepared at the war depart- 


ment in connection with the muster- 
out order 'show that the present mili- 
tary force of the United States, regu- 
lar and volunteer, consists of approx- 
imately 150,000 men. There are nine- 
ty-six volunteer organizations in the 
United States, counting the 
twelve 


companies of the signal corps as one 
body. In the Philippines there 
are 


twenty-one volunteer contingents, ar- 
tillery, cavalry, infantry, engineers and 
signal service. 


The intention is to order home for 


muster out several of these organiza- 
tions, equal in number to the 
eight 


regiments of regular infantry to be 
sent to the Philippines, but the volun- 
teers will not be withdrawn until the 
regulars have arrived here. 
Among 


the western military organizations in- 
cluded in the muster out are: The 
Fourth Illinois infantry, Mint* Illi- 
nois infantry,. One Hundred and Six- 
tieth Indiana infantry, One Hundred 
and Sixty-First Indiana infantry, com- 
panies A and B, First Indiana colored 
infantry, Ninth Iowa infantry, Third 
and Fourth Kentucky infantry, Second 
Louisiana infantry, Thirty-First and 
Thirty-Fifth Michigan infantry. Second 
and Sixth Missouri infantry, Fifteenth 
Minnesota infantry. Third 
Nebraska 


infantry, Second and Sixth Ohio in- 
fantry, Ninth Ohio battalion colored 
infantry. Tenth Ohio infantry, First 
and Third Tennessee infantry, Fourth 
Wisconsin infantry. 


Attompt to JBIovr Up a Mine.

was made today to blow up the Terre 
coal mine at Lentzberg, 111., a small 
town in St. Clair county. The attempt 
was not entirely successful, the der- 
rick only being damaged to the extent 
of $500. Sheriff Bameckal of St. Clair 
county is tracking the 
perpetrators, 


who are unknown, with bloodhounds. 
Win. H. Perry & Sons own the mine, 
which is being run with non-union 
men. 
Several months ago the union 


men struck for better wages. Only the 
watchman was about the mine when 
the explosion occurred and nobody was 
injured. 


To Bnllrt a Dock In Hnvnna. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 22.—The Drake 


& Stratton company of Pittsburg has 
received a contract from the United 
States government through the war de- 
partment for the construction of 
a 


great dock at Havana, Cuba, and a 
short railroad to Morro Castle, costing 
altogether about $500,000. 
The com- 


pany has already dispatched 500 la- 
borers and two shiploads of machinery 
to the island, and the work will be 
rushed to completion by next May. The 
work is being done to enable the war 
department to re-equip the famous cas- 
tle overlooking Havana harbor. 


Draper on Trial for 
Perjury. 


Jacksonville, 111., Dec. 22.—In 
the 


circuit court here Wednesday Charles 
L. Draper, who killed and cut to pieces 
Charles L. Hastings last year, was on 
trial for perjury or false swearing at 
the coroner's inquest.
